My Dran MR, Wexs (=1 had not for-
gotten that you ssked me to write a lettor
about my trip, but it is only now when I
have reached the real end of my journey
that I have lind the opportunity; snd now
1 do not know whetlier to tell you sbout
the Yellowstone Park (rip, my visit in
Clhieballs, the Falr, my week on an Ore-
gon farm, my delightful trip south
through Californis and very pleasant so-
journ with Mrs, Cralg at Ocean Park, or
to tell you of my piasent stopping place,
w southern Califoruia bee-rsnch, How-
ever, I think It would be best to go back
to my first love, the National Park, and
tax my feeble powers trying to tell of its
wonders, Buot I must say for the rest of
my journey, thiat it hss been & continual
dolight; snd as for Information, why,
I'm simply s walking enclyclopedial
What T don't know about fruit raising in
the Yakima Valley, hop and flax raising
In Washiington, tim ber in Oregon, oranges
and honey in Callfornis, is hardly worth
mentioniog. 1 ean't think of any ques-
tions I haven't asked; the point is, have
I remembered sl the auswers?

The Yellowstone National Park,—*'the
most wonderful place in the world" —how
can auyons presumo to describe it? I do
not dream of dolng that, but If what I
may write of it ahall induce any of my
readors to go there, then I have succeedad
ina measure. 1 cannot think of & more
delightful ox pericnce for aoyone; and as
for myscll, when I bad finished the 145
miles of cosching, my one desire was o
vtart around the eireleagain, which speaks
wall for the comfort of the “improved
Concord' conches, and the iine roads,
However, [ must say that we found most
favorable weather; somelimes the weather
in, well, something lika Forest county
weather, variable, Ourspecial car brought
us to Gardiner, the park entrance; there
were twenty-eight of us, two mewmbers of
our party haviog been [:ft outside the
walle of this infernal peradise, At the
railroad statlon we mounted the six-horse
ponches which earried us the five miles to
Mammoth Hot Springs Hotel; this drive
is n very good preparation for the pleas-
ures to come, As we drive under the
arch which warks the entrauce to tha
park and read the Insoription on it, “For
the benefit and enjoyment of the people,'
we dedieated ourselves to n week of ploas-
ure and proflt, sod pot oove of us was
disappoioted,

Wo arrived at the Hot Springs Hotsl
just before lunch, so we had an afternoon
and evening to explore the “lormation.”
It is here one sees the Leautiful terraces,
snowy white excent whore they are paint-
ed ln exquisite tints by the strong mineral
witer which trick les over, bare and there
forming pools of lovely color. We ex-
plored the Devil's Kitchen, a very warm
and stuffy ono it is too,—saw the natural
warm lake and three happy bathers in it
and then back to the hotel by one of the
terraces, In the evening we wers spects-
tors at a little danes at the canteen of Ft,
Yellowsatone,

The next morning at elght o'clock the
first coach dnshed up to the platform; the
names of its passengers were sbouted out
through & megaphone, and the scramble
for places began. No delay is permitted
and the train of conches for that day were
soon on the road, and the real tour of the
park began, The first sight is a fine view
of Jupiter Terrace, towering st the right;
next wo were filled with wonder at the
strange Hoodoos, where rocks of a ghastly
whiteness are heaped tumultuously over
the mountsin's side; then the beautiful
Golden Gate is passed where we enter a
little canon, Beyond this we passed Swan
Lake; I shall never forget the wind which
blew from the snowy peaks and swept
over that flat, freexing oves very bones.
It was then one was glad of such winter
clothing ss one had on, and regretted any
that was left at home, AL noon we were
at Norris Lunch Station; a very good
meal fortitied us somewhal for the terrible
sights of this thinnest part of the earth’s
orust. We walked over burning sands
and steaming pools to reach the first
geysers; those of Norris Basin are vot
large, but very fierce, and of great varioty,
It is this constant variety that fills the
tourist with wonder; no two geysers arp
allke; each one builds up u formation
peculiar to itself, spouts in & way of its
own, and when it pleases, some with
great regularity, others the opposite,
When we had made the toor of the Basin,
our coaches picked us up on the road and
wo were off for Fountain Hotel, where we
spent the night after our drive of forty-
five miles. This is ealled the Lower
Geyser Basing here are geysers galore,
the most famous being Glant and Little
Fountain gessers. The latter is very
amiable, giving frequent exhibitions,
The Paint Pots, where the powers below
stir up white and pink kalsomine in
groal eanldrons, nre strange spough, The
Fountain Hotel walls are fluished with
this naturnl produet.

The next day's drive s only ten miles;
we stopped on our way to vislt Exeslsior
(Geyser, which used to be the largest of
all till in s mad frenzy It blew itself to
ploces; now it | a great bolling pool that
overflows into the Firehole River. On
our way to Old Faithful Tnn we drove by
tha popular Morning Glory pool, and the
Punch Bowl, Alighting from the conch-
o8 we walked o SBunset Lukoe and Emer-
ald Pool. These pools are all exceading-
ly bonutiful; itis bard to tell how they
come to bo so gorgeously eolored, and
why one is blue, one gresn snd others of
many colors, Tt seoms ay if the Creator
mnade the park for & wonder-place, it is
all so infinitely strange and Deautiful,
The Upper Goysor Basin where Old
Faitliful delights thy ongor tourist, aod
whore its pnmosake, that most excellent
fon s oowted, I8 one of the most interest-
ing parts of the trip; indesd itis ooly rl-
vallod by the Grand Canen of the Yol
lowstone, The fmous ULl Failthiol goy-
way in vary beauatiful; it plays evory six-
ty-Nve minutes, and it is s dull sighisesr
who fails to sea its lovely pillar ol water
and ateam which rises ton height of one
bundred and fifty feet; during gy stay
thore L saw it many times, by sunset,
woarcli-light, and sunrise; osch tme it
seemed more lovely, All park visitors
nre supposad to go into ecstacles over
Old Faithiul Inn and I should bo very
remiss nol W do likewise, It is & fine
hoslelry bullt of unbewn logs from the
park forests; it i rastio throughout, sl
running over lull of hospliulity nod com-
fort, Ono feels while there, as i o s
visit, it has o little of the ecommersial
spieit of 0 botel; sud one goes away re-

I8 thirty five miles, to the Lake Hotsl; |
wo stopped st the Thumb Lunch Station
al noon; it is located on an arm of Yel-
lowstone Lake and ls popularly known
as the place where one may catoh & fish in
the lake and boil it In & hot spring with-
out moving! During this drive we
arossed e Continental Divide twice and
reached an altitnde of 8325 feet, At the
Lako Hotel there is groeat fishing; but
tho fish are so anxious to be caught that
to o real sportsman 1t js small pleasure;
ox 0 Swiss devotes of the rod remarked,
" That i not sport, it is mere boochery."
The Inke is besatiful and a boatride in
the evening is delightful. After n night
#t the Lake Hotel we went to the Canon;
the road follows the Yellowstone River
most of the way and the sconery |s
charmiog, Itis on this drive that one
sees the borrible Mud Voleano, really the
most terrifio thiong in the park,—a thing
to haunt ones dreams, We renched the
Canon Hotel before lunch and so had the
afternoon to visit the sights of this finest
part of the park trip, It was here we had
our only bad weather, a rain and hail
storm with lond thunder: that was the
firat day of July and I bave heard none
slnce. On secount of the weather we de-
clded to ride down the Canon jnstead of
walkiog the three miles as we were all
well able to do in spite of long drives and
the fitigues of the journey. Just as we
roachied Inspiration Point the storm
ceéased and though there was still some
mist In the Canon, we wore able Lo enjoy
that magnificont view to the utmost. The
beauty of it breaks upon one so suddenly
that the mosat reserved give vent to ex-
cited expressions of their delight, Mag-
nificent in proportions, glowing In gor-
goous colors, beautiful in & thoussnd
ways,—It eannot be deseribed or pletored,
One should plan to spend days (hers that
they wmay sit at leisure and watch the
green and sinuous river far below, the
lovely cataract forever changing, and the
eagles sosring about their pinnaole nesis,
I started out very early the morning we
left to have u farewall look at the beauti-
ful fulls; on the way back to the hotel, &
fawn, startled by our approach, rose np
in the path where it had been spending
the night. It stood looking at us, not at
all frightened. One of the most charm-
Iog things I saw jn the park was a doe
and two dappled fMwns standing among
tho trees by the roadside. The deer are
never terrifiod, and always stand and
watch the intruder bLefore they make
their deliberate flight, Elk are very
plenty in the park, but are not so often
seen alovg the road; they stay in herds
and like best the broad flats where they
pasture, The park buffaloes are enclosed
in a range of their own. Chipmunks
scam per along the road and seem to take
an interest in the interested coacher. One
never tires of walching for these graceful
little creatures. The last day of the reg-
ular park trip I8 spent going from the
Canon Hotel to Mammoth Hot Springs
and from there on to Gardiner, and the
tour of the Nationnl Park is over, One
hias to harden the heart to get away witli-
out sheddiog tears of regret,

I bave wentlonod but few of the won-
derful things to Le seen; it would be im-
possible to name the thousand marvels of
that place. They areall about you; you
feel bewildered by them, And neither
ean one deseribe the delights of coaching
iself; cold, heat, dust, rain, hail, burned
noses, chapped lips,—all are nothing
compared with the pleasures ot the way.
With proper forethought most of these
mioor discomforts can be done awsy
with; ns for the roads, they are excellent,
and daily sprinkled; the conches are very
comfortable, and eyerything Is doune la
muke the trip ono of ease and delight.
